KEEP AWAY FROM CONGO. 


nils la th» AMm of SpecMl United Stat*t 


Commlntoner Tit del. 


Tne foMowing are some of the most 


striking passages of Mr. TisdePs report 
to the State Department: 


"I recommend most earnestly that 


Americans who contemplate establish- 
ing themselves on the Lower Congo, or 
anywhere on the w«st coast of Africa, 
should not do so unless supplied with a 
large capital, which will enable them to 
compete 
with 
the 
long-established 


Dutch, English and German houses, 
which control almost the entire trade of 
the west coast 
American houses es- 


tablishing here must first be assured 
that they have transportation for their 
manutactnred goods outxvaid and for 
the products of the country homeward. 
This is of vital importance. They mu»t 
locate factories or stations in different 
parts, engage help acclimated and fa- 
miliar with the country and the natives, 
oud with a knowledge of both the Portu- 
guese and Fiote languages, make pres- 
ents to chiefs of tribes, and in this man- 
ner induce the natives to come into the 
newly-established factories. 
All this 


takes time and money, and little or no 
return can oe expected for at least a 
year. 
It is a mistake to aiippose tnat 


all of the products which are reported 
to come from the Congo are grown 
there, or do actually come from there. 
Not one-tenth is harvested there 


"It is my belief that in all the world 


there is not a richer territory than that 
which borders the sea, commencing at 
the Sinegal River in latitude 10 de-, 
grees north and extending to latituda 
18 degrees 30 seconds, and inland au 
average distance of one hundred miles. 
The country is densely populated, yet 
it is next to impossible to induce the 
nations to pluck the valuable products 
which nature produces. With the ex- 
ception of tne Loango and Kabinda 
tribes they are a wild, savage and cruel 
people. They do not like the white 
man, and, while they are glad to have 
his cloth and gin, they would much 
prefer never to see a white man within 
their domain. The question of labor 
will have much to do with the future of 
this country. It is a remarkable fact 
that a Zanzibar man or a Houssa 
man from 
the Niger 
can 
tra\el 


anywhere 
in 
the country 
unmo- 


lested, 
even 
among the most sav-. 


age tribes. This fact clearly proves to 
me that an industrious black man ivith 3 
knowledge of the Fiote language will 
be enabled to exercise a greater and 
better influence over these people than 
it can be possible for thr> white man 
ever to do. The question of climate ia 
a serious one. It is humid and ener- 
vating to the whites of Europe and 
America, and much sickness is the re- 
sult. Very much precaution must be 
exercised during the first year's stay 
in the country in order that the system 
may be kept free from the poisonous 
influences of the malaria which over- 
hangs the entire country. Along the 
entire coast the products are not at all 
unlike the exports, consisting princi- 
pally of rubber, ground-nuts, palm oil, 
palm nuts, colo nuts and gum copal. 
Some ivory is also exported, but in 
small quantities, the principal coast 
markets' for ivorj being at different 
points in Angola. Common cotton and 
woolen goods, rum, gin, glass beads, 
guns, powder, tobacco and common 
cutlery make up the principal imports, 
and with these articles the traders bar- 
ter lor the products of the country. II 
is the only currency known. 


"Fifty per cent of all the goods. 


which go to the coast, inclndmg pro- 
v'sions, are purchased m England. 
The gin comes from Holland and is 
manufactured expre0=ly for the trade, 
the quantity being forty percent, of all 
imports. A few bottles of gin will go 
much further in trade with the natives 
than ten times its value in cloth, and 
often it happens thai tiaders are com- 
pelled 
to 
return 
to 
the 
coast 


•without 
having 
accomplished 
a 


trade, 
the natives 
insisting upon 


having gin, while 
tho trader was 


•upphed 
with 
cloth 
alone. 
The 


most valuable productions of the coun- 
try, and for which there is an ever- 
increasing demand, are rubber, palm 
kernels and palm oil, gum copal, 
ground-nuts and wax. The rubber and 
palm trees are of spontaneous growth 
and to be found everywhere in the low- 
lands. The supply is not equal to the 
demand, yet there is no limit to the 
quantity of these rich products which 
might be taken from the country if the 
natives could be induced to work Here 
again arises the question of labor, and to 
me it seems feasible to create want 
amongst the tribes of the low and coast 
lands, which will after a time induce 
them to gather and bring to the tradeis 
in large quantities the products whirh, 
they so readily exchange for anything 
which they may require. There are 
other and valuable products, but the 
staple commodities are those numer- 
ated. 


"la no sense of the^vord can this be 


called an agricultural country. Nothing 
is cultivated except the ground-nut and 
a lew tropical vegetables, which, bow- 
ever, are found only m small patches 
uesr the villages." 


Physical Culture. 


Rev. Myron W. Reed, in a sermon oik 


physical culture in the First Congrega- 
tional Church of Denver, Col., lately, 
aaid: "Selwyn, late Bishop of New Zea- 
land, was an oarsman at Cambridge. 
He was the founder of the swimming 
association. Only those who were in 
the river five days in each week wer« 
admitted to full membership, and the 
ceremony of admission must be per- 
formed in the water. All this early 
training at the University came well 
into play in New Zealand, and enabled 
him to endure the b ardships of a mis- 
sionary life. He swam the rivers, push- 
ing before him his clothing in a rubber 
sack. During the five months' voyage 
he learned the new language, and was 
able to preach to the natives the first 
Sunday after landing. He could do 
anything a native conld do, and do it 
better. "It costs as much to raise a 
scrub as a thoroughbred. 
What an 


economy there is m raising such a mar

First Session. 


SENATE. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., December 16.— 


A number of Executive communications, 
Including one from the Secretary ol War,' 
transmitting a petition of the Adjutant- 
General praying lor the equalization of 
pay of certain commissioned and non- 
commissioned officers. 


Mr. Edmunds, from the Committee on 


the Judiciary, reported favorably the bill 
to relieve General Alexander K. Lawton, 
ol Georgia, of Ms political disabilities, 
and asked lor its immediate considera- 
tion. The bill was read three times and 
passed. 


Mr. Edmunds introduced a bill granting 


a pension to Mrs. Julia D. Grant, and an- 
other bill granting her the Iranking privi- 
lege. Mr. Edmunds said the bills were 
precisely in the form adopted in similar 
cases heretofore. 


Going to the calendar the Senate took 


up the House bill to provide for the Pres- 
idential succession, and Mr. Hoar ad- 
dressed the Senate on it. 


At the conclusion of Mr. Hoar's re- 


marks on the Presidential succession bill, 
the Senate took up the bill increasing the 
salary of United States District Judges to 
$0,000 per annum. After a short debate it 
was laid over until to-morrow. 


The Senate then proceeded with the 


consideration of the bill providing a code 
ol joint rules for the Senate and House 
ol Representatives, and decided not to 
strike out the joint rule prohibiting the 
enle ol liquor in the Capitol. 


HOUSTC. 


Mr. Morrison offered a concurrent res- 


olution providing for a holiday recess 
Irom Tuesday, December 22d, until Tues- 
day, January 6th. Laid over lor one clay. 
Mr. Morrison then called up the report 
of the Committee on Rules, and the pro- 
posed new code of rules was read at 
length, in conclusion of which Mr. Morri- 
son addressed the House In support ol 
his proposition. 


Mr. Morrison said it was stated in the 


minority report that since the agricultur- 
al appropriation bill had been confided to 
the care of the Committee on Agricul- 
ture, appropriations lor the Agricultural 
Bureau 
had 
largely increased. 
He 


claimed that the duties and powers of 
that bureau had also largely increased, 
and that he thought the agricultural in- 
terests were the most important in the 
country. 
The last agricultural appro- 


priation bill carried but one-twelfth part 
ol 
the 
money 
which 
had 
been 


appropriated lor the erection of public 
buildings in Philadelphia to tax industry, 
and about the same amount that had been 
appropriated for a public building in an 
Interior town where one member of the 
appropriation 
committee resided. 
Mr. 


Morrison thought the Senate would hard- 
ly worry itself about increasing appropri- 
ations which were made in the interest of 
Democratic officials. 


Mr. Handall said he had not intended 


to speak on the subject to-day, but some 
views had been expressed by Mr. Morri- 
son which he was unwilling to pass over 
without notice. He realized fully that 
bis past relations to the Committee on 
Appropriations would seem to indicate in 
the minds ol some men that he was 
wedded to a particular control in this 
lespect.

[others to support his opinion, he pre- 
dicted that if

in the contests of the various appropria- 
tion committees. He was afraid to try 
this experiment, when the Democratic 
party had been posing for years as the 
party of reform, as the party ol economy. 


"Posing is good," suggested a Repub- 


lican member. 
"Yes," replied Mr. Hammond, "I said 


posing; and the country has been looking 
'at our posture and learning to admire us, 
until it has driven you out ol power." 


Mr. Singleton (ol Mississippi), a for- 


mer member of the Appropriation Com- 
mittee, bore testimony to the statement 
that the committee was overburdened 
with labor, and he asked members no 
llon<>-er to sit like dummies and listen to 
'what legislation the members of the com- 
imittee brought in, but to vote for the re- 
vision of the rules, and distribute the 
work and responsibilities of the H6use. 


Mr. Reagan (of Texas) and Mr. Wil-

Mr. Scott (of Pennsylvania), though 


favoring any changing in the rules which

House vigorously opposed the proposed 
distribution of the appropriation bill. 


Mr. Gibson (ol West Virginia) said 


that under the present rules nine-tenths 
of the 
constituency ol 
the 
country 


were practically 
disfranchised in the 


House, while two or three men set them- 
selves up or were set up as the only men 
who could be trusted, on account of 
their 
capacity 
or 
their 
honesty. 


He favored a distribution of the appro- 
priation bills, and asserted that history 
had shown that nearly every scandal of 
modern times had been lound in the belly 
ot appropriation bills. Later Mr. Gibson 
said that while Mr. Randall has had 
charge of the appropriation bills he had 
controlled legislation. 


Mr. Randall at once replied: "Not in 


the least; but I am glad to say that Dem- 
ocrats voted almost unanimously as I 
did." 
Mr. Gibson: "Itis not a question of 


how the gentleman voted or how he did 
not." 


Mr. Randall: "I thought it was."

grown a little stouter. The Speaker has 
taken to farming, he says, and finds in it 
and in the practice ol his profession 
sufficient to engage all his time. When 
his attention was called to a dispatch in- 
dicating that the Republicans to the Ohio 
Legislature would make an effort to im- 
peach the three Democratic Judge* of the 
State Snpreme Court lor reversing the 
decision oi the lower court in the Cin- 
cinnati election contest, he said:

Amos Townsend, of Cleveland, is at the 


He was in the 
Forty-seventh Congress, and was defeated 
for re-election by Foran, the Democratic 
labor candidate. 
"I do not think, he said, "that John 


Sherman will have any difficulty in get- 
ting the Ohio Legislature to re-elect him 
Senator. He is certainly entitled to it and 
no Republican will dispute his claims." 


Mortimer F. Elliott, of Pennsylvania, 


is at the Victoria. He was elected Con- 
gressman-nt-Large in 1882 on the Demo- 
cratic ticket. One term gave him all the 
Congressional fame he desired. He is be- 
low the medium size, has short black 
hair and coal black eyes.

Mr. Anderson is a 
most liberal tariff reformer among tha 
Republicans in the House. He always 
supports any proposition to lower the 
duties, and regularly every year intro- 
duces a bill placing lumber and salt on 
the free list. Mr. Anderson said yester- 
day that he thought this Congress would 
succeed in doing something to modify the 
tariff. The Republicans would make a 
mistake in opposing fair offers for tariff 
adjustment.

At first the huge shall was to be seen 


lying upon one side, directly beneath 
Ibe derrick, wbere it had been edged 
along, preparatory to the final hoist 
In length it measured forty-one feet, 
its breadth and thickness being about 
Jour and a half feet, and weighing 
•iity-tive tons. Several quarrymen were 
busily engaged blocking and fitticg tha 
great chains around the monster, near 
one end. A twelve fold purchase, com- 
posed of bright, new manila rope, six 
inches in circumference, had been rove, 
the blocks aloft 
containing twelve 


sheaves, and those below, five in num- 
ber, containing two each. 
One end ol 


the fall was attached to a powerful 
double engine, while the other end, in- 
stead of being made fast, was led sev- 
eral hundred feet to the top of another 
derrick, and down through "leaders" 
to another engine. At just ten o'clock 
the order was given to start ahead easy, 
and the dozen or more men below 
scrabbled to places of safety. 
For a 


moment the puffin" of engines and the 
snapping And cracking of the blocking 
inside of the great chain strap was all 
that could be heard. Presently a move- 
ment was discernible. Onward and up- 
ward it came. 
The chain slipped. 


Kvery one started. 
Was it to be a fail- 


ure? No! On it continued with a re- 
newal of speed. Ia just thirteen min- 
utes it was standing on end in the pit be- 
low. Then it was discovered that a twist 
was forming itself among the many 
parts of the fall. Nearly a half hour 
was occupied in rearranging it 
The 


final lift was then made, and many an 
anxious eye was turned toward the ris- 
ing obelisk. Rapidly it arose, and at 
the expiration of six minutes the heel 
of the great stone slid over the brink 
and on the earth as the great derrick 
swayed inboard. 
A rope was then 


fastened to the top of the stone, as it 
stood there towering above everything 
excepting the derrick; six yokes o"f oxen 
were then attached, and as the engines 
lowered away the strain brought to 
bear by the horned animals caused it to 
ease down from the pit, which work 
was soon and effectually completed, 
amid cheors from the bystanders. This 
huge piece of granite is to be cut into a 
shaft for the monument to ex-Governor 
C. C. Washburn, of Wisconsin, and 
will be set up in the cemetery where he 
sleeps at La Crosse, 
The "bases and 


die for this great monument are nearly 
completed, the latter being beautifully 
polished and lettered, with Egyptian 
carved trimmings. The top base also 
has a like trimming and bears the word 
"Washburn" in large raised letters. 
When finished and set it will stand 
forty-nine feet three inches from the 
ground, and will cost about $15,000. 
The ground over which this heavy 
weight is to be conveyed at the place 
of its destination is so soft that a cart 
has been constructed at the quarry with 
wide wheels to prevent their sinking. 
There are six wheels in number, whose 
diameter is three feet, and across the 
face they measure two feet, bound with 
three tires, each six inches in width.— 
Providence Journal.

MINERS. 


Their 
Extraordinary 
Recklessness 
In 


Periods of Danger. 


Nothing is more extraordinary than 


the recklessness of miners. Neither 
precept nor example seems to have any 
permanent effect in regulating their 
conduct 
An example in point was 


furnished by the recent Clifton Hall 
Colliery explosion. 
Although the men 


employed there knew the practice to be 
fraught with danger, they stem to have 
generally worked with naked c&ndles. 
At the inquest on the victims, which 
has just been concluded, the mining en- 
gineer who examined the colliery, at 
the request of the Coroner, reported 
that ' 'had naked lights not been in the 
mine at the lime of the explosion, the 
outburst of inflammable sras would 
have been carried away by the normal 
air-current without doing damage in 
any way.'1 The jury expressed the 
opinion that the Government should re- 
fer the question to a committee of ex- 
perts without loss of time. In tha 
meantime it is extremely desirable tha! 
the provisions of the existing law relat- 
ing to safety-lamps should be a little 
more strictly enforced. 
How com- 


pletely statutory obligations are some- 
times disregarded in mines is shown by 
the curious facts which have just been 
brought to light at another inquest 
A 


man was killed in Ridding Colliery by 
a fall of rock. 
The inquiry has elicited 


the fact that the deceased and a boy 
were allowed to Work without signals, 
ngineer, manager or banksman. The 
consequence was that when the mishap 
occurred the boy could give no alarm, 
and himself nearly fell a victim. It ia 
satisfactory to know that in this cas« 
proceedings are to be instituted.—Si.

FIRE-CRACKERS. 


Where, 
How, 
of What Material and by 


Whom They Are Made. 


Nine-tenths of the fire-crackers come 


from Canton, where they are made by 
convicts hired by Fatshing & Chow 
Hing from the Government at the rate 
of three cents a day. 
All the work is 


inside of the prisons, which consist ot 
a reservation of 4CK> feet square, staked 
off and surrounded by high bamboo 
palings. The paper employed in the 
manufacture of nre-crackers is made 
of bamboo film, and is without doubt 
the strongest paper made. Each crack- 
er is filled, rotted and pasted bv hand, 
and th« nimble fingers of the convicts 
finish them with astonishing rapiditv.
